CAREFUL CONSTRUCT 

A marriage of his passions for art and architecture, Stephen Hobbs’ latest 
projects may be his greatest ones yet, suggests Mary Corrigall

S tephen Hobbs’ art is not only intricately tied 
to architecture but is indivisible from it - 
and he’s created works that plug into almost 
every aspect of this field. He has mapped, 
studied and even facilitated the decay of 
iconic structures, such as creating an installation around 
a leak at the Johannesburg Art Gallery He has reproduced 
architectural models of real landmark buildings, such 
as the Empire State, as well as ones that have or could 
never be realised, such as Vladimir Tatlin’s infamous 
leaning tower. And he has been drawn to scaffolding 
as a visual signature of the state of flux that defines our 
shifting urban landscapes. More recently, his interest 
shifted towards the role patterns could play in rendering 
temporary or moving structures almost ‘invisible’, 
such as the dazzle pattern used on 
ships during the War to obscure its 
physical dimensions, and camouflage, 
which he dealt with in Permanent 
Culture at the David Krut project 
space in Cape Town. 

This obsession with architectural 
oddities has quite naturally placed 
him in dialogue with architects, 
culminating in the design of the 
Craftmen’s Ship development at the 
Maboneng Precinct on the east side of 
Joburg. Working with the architectural 
firm Daffonchio and Associates 
Architects, Hobbs has created 
a building inspired by that very same 
dazzle camouflage pattern from his 
previous work. 

It is this project - and the 
architectural bent of his artistic 
vocabulary - that makes him one of 
the leading figures in the ever increasing cross-pollination 
between art and design. This may be one of the reasons 
why he was on the radar of the Tate Modern gallery in the 
UK, which commissioned him and Marcus Neustetter 
to curate and create work in Cameroon in 2013. Fittingly, 
a filmic work. Temporary but Permanent, produced from 
that project, debuted in South Africa at the reopening 
of the Museum of African Design (MOAD) in Joburg, a 
venue that celebrates the overlap between design and art. ■

ARCHITECT 

This is my favourite room in our historic 
Victorian home and, architecturally, I 
take inspiration from it all the time. It’s 
the old-fashioned voorkamer or reception 
room, and we use it for our casual 
lounging. Interesting to note is that the 
floor plan of the house is very compact, 
but the ceiling heights are extremely 
generous at four metres. Greater volumes 
are an inexpensive option when it comes 
to making spaces feel more liberal. 

Another architectural feature is that 
the doors and windows are tall and 
narrow, leaving plenty of wall space.

Streptocarpus cyaneus* is a prolific 
bloomer, flowering from October to 
February. We love their furry leaves that 
grow directly from the base of the plant 
in a rosette arrangement. Provide well- 
drained soil, dappled light and good 
ventilation and they won’t disappoint. 

Pelargonium tomentosum* is a low- 
growing sprawler that makes it perfect 
as a ground cover or left to tumble over 
the edge of a pot. It produces delicate 
white flowers, which are peppermint 
scented, from October to January. 

Luminescent lime-toned foliage 
makes Helichrysum petiolare ‘Limelight’* 
irresistible in a planting scheme. 
Intersperse with darker-leaved species 
to create interesting contrasts. It will 
need replacing every two years though. 

Textural leaves and a hardy nature 
make the forest-dwelling Rumohra 
adiantiformis* a winner for moist, 
shady gardens. The fern is excellent 
for foliage and the leaves will last in 
the vase for ages. 

Medium — 60cm to Im 

From October to January, the broad, 
fragrant blooms of the Crinum moorei* 
will glow in the damp areas of a 
dappled-shade garden. Its tall, leafless 
flower stalks make it a dramatic 
specimen for the vase too. 

Digitalis purpurea ‘Alba’ is great 
for adding vertical interest to lower- 
growing foliage, such as the symphytum 
sp. pictured with it in figure 5. It thrives 
in woodland conditions and should be 
planted in humus-rich, well-drained 
soil and watered often in spring. 

Tall — 1.5 to 8m 

Its strong, upright growth habit and 
graphic leaf shape make the Canna 
genus a striking option for the back 
of a border. Plant in moist, humus- 
rich soil. If it’s just the leaf you’re after, 
simply cut off the flowers. 

Occurring only in Southern Africa, 
the Mackaya Bella* is also a beautiful 
addition to the back of a border or as a 
screening plant. Its white, bell-shaped 
flowers occur from early spring. ■

Landscape designer Franchesca Watson 
encourages you to visit the world's greatest 
gardens, if you want to bring inspiration to 
your own outdoor space 



A ll gardeners, garden 
designers and garden 
appreciators love to visit 
other people’s gardens. 
It’s a great source of 
inspiration, provocation 
and knowledge in a field replete with 
creativity, quasi-scientific know-how and 
subdued competition. 

There is an element of voyeurism too. 
I don’t know many garden lovers of any 
kind who can resist an invitation to view 
a garden with possibilities, and even better, 
to meet the creator behind the garden and 
the people who maintain it on a day-to-day 
basis. This gives one the opportunity to ask 
penetrating questions about the garden’s 
history, the owner/designer’s vision and the 
nuts and bolts of the garden’s construction 
and care, not to mention the chance of 
picking up some great ideas and tips. It also 
hones one’s taste and sets one’s standards. 

The network of garden visitors stretches 
across the globe and seems to be expanding 
exponentially as garden aspirations 
gather momentum with green-planet 
consciousness. On offer are international 
exhibitions such as the RHS Chelsea 
Flower Show and the Singapore Garden 
Festival, and amazing public gardens such as 


our own Babylonstoren near Franschhoek 
and the exhilarating High Line garden in 
Manhattan. Smaller, limited tours that take 
in private and public garden spaces can be 
tailored to suit your particular interests, and 
are often led by eminent garden designers, 
plantsmen or industry experts. 

Garden visiting has become more popular 
and accessible, benefiting from the eagerness 
of most gardeners to broaden their horizons 
and meet other gardeners. Whether owner 
or appreciator, the opportunity is there to 
learn, and in a field that is so diverse, fragile 
and inaccurate, exchanging information is 
a wonderful bonus. 


Most South Africans start by visiting 
gardens in the UK that are part of the 
National Trust, such as the Sissinghurst 
and Hidcote gardens. This network 
often gives visitors the opportunity to 
understand architecture, interiors and 
gardens as one holistic conception. The 
ever-fashionable Chelsea Flower Show 
features internationally designed show 
gardens that always have a broad spread, 
from traditional to cutting edge. 

Visiting gardens and shows elsewhere 
in Europe, such as the Chaumont-sur- 
Loire Garden Festival in France, can 
inspire one to attend events on other 
continents, such as the San Francisco 
Flower & Garden Show or the Australian 
Landscape Conference in Melbourne, 
which is particularly relevant to South 
African garden lovers. 

At conferences, world-class speakers 
and add-on garden tours often form part 
of the proceedings. 

However, to my mind, the best 
kind of garden visiting is exploring 
a region’s gardens with a like-minded 
friend who knows or lives in the area 
and who has insider information 
and connections. The best way to 
make these international friends is to 
attend local garden events that attract 
people from all over the world, such as the 
Bedford Garden Festival, then extend 
this to a few organised happenings such 
as the Australian Landscape Conference, 
and get chatting to all those wonderful 
garden people out there. 

Gardeners are generally supremely 
generous with their knowledge and 
reciprocity is a byword.

esigner Frank Roop and his wife Sharon’s 
first visit to their country house in upstate 
New York wasn’t particularly auspicious. ‘I 
thought it was haunted,’ declares Sharon. 
‘It had a spookiness about it and there 
was a dead mouse in the cupboard.’ The 
interiors were gloomy, the rooms filled 
with archival wallpapers and antiques. 
‘It was all uptight,’ recalls Frank. So they 
looked elsewhere. 

Then, i8 months later, they were back in 
the area and decided to make a second stop. 
‘It looked so beautiful from the outside. 
The landscaping was pristine,’ explains 
Sharon. Frank, meanwhile, decreed that it 
made for an interesting design challenge. 
They made an offer and haven’t looked ► 
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back since. Today, Frank proclaims it to be 
‘one of the top Adams-style architectural 
houses in America’ and it’s on the United 
States National Register of Historic 
Places. It was built between 1802 and 1810 
with foundations of white marble. ‘Think 
of how expensive it would have been to 
import the slabs,’ marvels Frank. 

Now based in Boston, Frank was raised 
as a ‘hippy kid’ in California - where his 
mother bred goats - before going to live 
with his father in Malibu when his parents 
divorced. He attributes his desire to create 
beautiful homes to his environment 
there. ‘I lived in a super-affluent area, but 
we had a really crappy house,’ he says. 
‘I was ashamed of it.’ 

Since setting up his Arm in 1998, Frank’s 
projects have ranged from a 370 -square- 
metre apartment on Miami’s South Beach 
to a 1 300 -square-metre house on Nantucket 
island. He has developed a signature 
style that includes vibrant colour and the 
integration of fashion-related elements. 

His principal goal for the country house 
was to make it more casual. He maintained 
the important architectural features, 
such as the fireplaces and mouldings, and 
made few modifications to the existing 
volumes. He removed a back staircase and 
installed a pitched ceiling in the garden. 
He then added some 100 recessed lights 
and brightened the floors by stripping 
them with five coats of bleach and adding 
a white stain on top. 

Sharon would have liked the whole 
house to be blue. ‘It’s soothing and reminds 
me of the ocean,’ she explains. One of 
her requests was for a cobalt-coloured 
La Cornue cooking station. Elsewhere, 
though, Frank insisted on other hues. 
An example? The artichoke-green dining 
room, the walls of which are covered in 15 
coats of paint. ‘It’s all lacquer,’ he asserts. 
‘I wanted it to feel like a jewellery box 
so that at night, candlelight will reflect.’ 
Another is a back ‘stereo room’ with sandy- 
toned walls. A vintage Conrad-Johnson 
turntable stands on a 300kg coral-stone 
console. As Frank notes, ‘It’s perfect for a 
turntable because it’s not going to move.’ 

The master bedroom’s decor was 
inspired by the couple’s travels to 
Morocco. Equally stunning are the 300 
geodes mounted on acrylic boxes on 
a sitting-room wall. Throughout the 
home, there’s an exquisite interplay of ►

textures - whether it’s the leather tiles of 
the master bedroom floor or the raffla 
wall coverings. 

As for the furniture, Frank and Sharon 
collected pieces for years. ‘It was our dream 
to have a second home,’ notes Frank. So 
every time they went to the Parisian flea 
markets, they purchased pieces for the day 
they acquired one. Much of the furniture 
was chosen for its sculptural forms. ‘That 
appeals more to me than who made it,’ says 
Frank. That’s not to say the house is devoid 
of signed pieces. Examples include the 
Milo Baughman armchairs in the garden 
room and the TH.

research, restoration and reward. Set on the family’s farm, Papkuilsfontein, in the Northern Cape, 
it was here that Willem and Marietta van Wyk - along with the Vernacular Architecture Society 
in Cape Town - would rebuild the oldest of their homes as truthfully as possible.

Yet that’s just the way it 
happened when, through the VASSA, he came 
to know the name of Antoine Buss, a Dutch muralist 
who lived and worked in the area during the late 
1800S. Antoine’s work in the living room, however, 
had been long-since covered with layers of 
whitewash and it was up to Willem and his team, 
armed with common shaving blades, to carefully 
scratch away the layers and reveal the hidden 
art. ‘We couldn’t take any other precautions 
to protect the painting other than working slowly 
and steadily’ he recalls. ‘It took over two weeks!’ ■

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T he term ‘blank canvas’ has 
become a cliche in garden 
design, but it really is the most 
appropriate way to describe 
the original state of this 
garden. Though you can hardly 
believe it now, lo years ago, 
this beautiful hillside plot in 
England’s Sussex High Weald 
was nor lung more than a building site. 
When the current owners bought the land, 
they demolished a run-down bungalow 
and built a new vernacular-style house 
using reclaimed materials. Local garden 
designers. Acres Wild, were called in to 
rejuvenate the scarred slope left around the 
house. With four acres available, the clients 
wanted a pool, tennis court and vegetable 
patch with a garden that looked ‘as if it 
had always been there’. ‘It was immensely 
satisfying to create a garden with such a 


strong sense of place where there was none 
before,’ says Ian Smith of Acres Wild. ‘The 
site had so much character with amazing 
views that we needed to maximise on, all 
the while creating shelter since it’s exposed.’ 

Today, the house and garden look so 
comfortable in their environment that it is 
impossible to date them. Around the 
house, the style is formal, with a terrace 
and pergola made from bricks and timber 
leading to an enclosed garden with small 
parterre and central urn. This is a quiet 
antechamber before the piece de 
resistance, the beautiful walled vegetable 
garden, which could almost pass for a 
Victorian kitchen garden, its brick walls 
with climbing roses and ivy adding to the 
patina of old age. Below the terrace, lawn 
gives way to a meadow with a retaining wall 
neatly defining the level change. Further 
away from the house, the garden is more ►

its naturalistic planting. The addition of 
water was a stroke of genius. Shaped to 
look as organic as possible, three cascading 
ponds, linked by narrow streams and 
waterfalls, define the character of the 
place. Water is pumped back up from the 
lower pond and filtered through a reed bed 
in the top pond. It all works beautifully. 
Where the watercourse narrows, paths 
cross over stepping stones or zigzag bridges. 
‘In Japan they believe that spirits and 
demons can walk only in straight lines, but 
we like it as it slows people down,’ says Ian. 

Specimen trees including Acer palmatum 
‘Bloodgood’ and Liquidambar styraciflua, 
deep crimson in colour, are positioned 
carefully to draw the eye, while Pennisetum 
alopecuroides ‘Hameln’ and Molinia caerulea 
grasses create striking hummocks of ochre 
and gold. ‘Grasses are perfect for this site 


as it’s on clay soil,’ says Ian, reeling off the 
names of different species including the 
nnnsnAMiscanthussacchariflorus, a dramatic 
giant grass with bamboo-like canes, ideal 
for planting next to water. ‘We don’t use a 
large matrix but rather 40 to 50 plants in a 
block so the effect is more concentrated.’ A 
bank of Phlomis russeliana fringes a view of 
the lower pond with long, colourful seams 
of Sedum ‘Herbstfreude’ dindPerovskia ‘Blue 
Spire’ behind, creating a layered effect. In 
the Japanese garden, irregular mounds of 
box echo shapes of boulders in the pond 
while clipped Hebe parviflora is designed to 
resemble a distant hillside. 

This is an artful garden. Everything has 
been meticulously planned but it looks 
effortless. And this is the garden’s triumph. 
It has a timelessness that makes it feel 
entirely comfortable in its setting - a garden 
that looks as if it has always been there. ■

Natural Selection 

Modernise your interior space by 
adding touches of outdoor elements 

The crux of this transformation lies 
in its embrace — both architecturally 
and decoratively — of natural 
elements. By opening up the home 
to more light, sandblasting the walls 
to expose their raw concrete and 
introducing a palette of timber, 
the architect shaped a home that 
echoes its surroundings. As for the 
decorators, they introduced green as 
the primary hue and objects inspired 
by the outdoors for a look that’s 
instantly more modern and relaxed. 



T he couple who 
brought up their 
children in this house 
on the outskirts of 
Stellenbosch wanted 
to give it a makeover 
while still retaining its 
essence. ‘With their 
kids all grown up with 
families of their own, my clients needed a 
space that is neither too big when it’s just 
the two of them, nor too small when the 
children and grandchildren visit,’ e:5q)lains 
interior designer Lanie van Reenen. 

The changes made to the architecture by 
Visser Kapperer de Bruin Architects were 
originally meant to be limited, but once 
building began, it became clear that the 
project was going to be an extensive one. 
‘We ended up having to rebuild a lot of the 
house, but used the opportunity to make 
some improvements, such as bringing light 
into the stairwell, taking the front door 
down to the level of the driveway, adding 
an entrance hall as well as adding a roof 
terrace,’ says architect Willem de Bruin. 

One of Willem’s aims was to use natural 
materials to create warmth and bring texture 
and richness to the spaces. ‘The clients 
expressed their love for timber, which 
became an integral part of the palette,’ he 
explains. ‘This also helped the interiors 
relate very well to the surroundings, with 
many large existing trees on the property’ 
While fulfilling an important aesthetic 
role, the architectural materials were 
chosen largely for their functional benefits 
too. ‘The timber ceilings in the living areas 
have absorbent acoustic properties, while 
the screens filter sunlight, preventing the 
interior from getting too hot. Structural 
concrete walls and staircases were 
sandblasted to expose the stone aggregate 
for a pleasing visual effect,’ says Willem. 

The architecture formed a strong 
starting point for the look and feel of the ►

interiors, which were carried out by Lanie 
in conjunction with Paula le Roux. ‘The 
decor had to be reconcilable with the very 
modern architecture, so we went for a 
subtle mix of classic and contemporary’ 
says Lanie. ‘We softened the architectural 
spaces with luxurious fabrics for the 
curtains, deep pile rugs, heavy linens and 
cotton velvets for upholstery’ 

When it came to the furniture, Lanie 
and Paula chose iconic pieces by South 
African designers to add local flavour 
and a sense of uniqueness. A Protea light 
installation by Nic Bladen and the Pick 
up Sticks shelf by James Mudge add 
personality to the entrance hall, while 
nest tables by Cornells Dumas and a 
dining table by Gregor Jenkin do the same 
for the open-plan living spaces. 

In terms of colour, the clients opted for 
a palette of soft greens and yellows with 
a slightly botanical theme. ‘Green also 
happens to be my own favourite colour,’ 
says Lanie. ‘For me it is synonymous with 
tranquillity and harmony It has so many 
variations and is complemented by yellow, 
mustard, touches of orange and brown.’ 
All of these colours feature in the custom- 
designed print on the drinks cabinet by 
graphic designer Joan Viljoen - a pressed 
Nasturtium with roots was photographed 
and enlarged - which creates a strong focal 
point in the open-plan downstairs area. 

‘During the design we envisioned the 
bathroom with a quiet backdrop scene 
depicting birds in branches,’ e:5q)lains 
Willem. ‘We decided to do this with a 
mosaic by artist Lovell Friedman. Quirky 
design elements like this, which are in 
keeping with the overarching theme of 
nature in the house, have been incorporated 
throughout the home, adding a fun element 
of surprise and finishing off the various

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he City of Lights may look like a grande 
dame but it behaves like a rock star - and 
there’s no arrondissement in which you’ll 
see this truth shine brighter than Le Marais. 
Where so many of Paris’ famous districts 
have had their eccentricities trampled by 
Lonely Planet-toting tourists, Le Marais has been left in relative 
peace, transforming from religious enclave to industrial area 
to Bohemian quarter. Which brings us to the rue de Tournelles, 
a cobbled artery in the heart of the district, where you’ll find 
a wonderfully atypical Parisian apartment - even by local standards. 

‘It’s a very tiny space, only about 30 square metres,’ says interior 
designer Hubert Zandberg, who undertook the five-month- ►

long redesign of a friend and long-time client’s apartment. ‘We 
stripped the whole place down; it was a complete gut job.’ The 
brief was clear: it was a space for out-of-towners and friends and 
family of the homeowner visiting Paris. ‘This really informed our 
approach to the architecture of the space.’ 

Hubert’s first move was a floor-plan overhaul, reallocating the 
four-room space into a three-room one. ‘We took out the sitting 
room,’ he explains. ‘People hang out in the kitchen these days, 
and so we gave the reclaimed space to the bookcase and the big 
worktop. In lieu of a reception room we introduced a couch into 
the bedroom for reclining. It’s all slightly unorthodox, but you 
can get away with it in Le Marais.’ 

Filling the newly appointed space required trawling the antique 
stores and local markets that abound in the district. ‘The area still 
has a very industrial feel, and that really informed the feel of the 
pieces,’ says Hubert. ‘The vanity cabinet in the bathroom is a 19th- 
century industrial unit that would have probably been in a hospital. 
The side handles are glove moulds. In that way, we weren’t scared 
to introduce unexpected elements.’ 

He also believes that scale plays a hugely transformative part, 
opting for larger, chunkier pieces such as the kitchen island and 
the locker in the bedroom. The result is a spatial trompe I’oeil 
that makes the rooms feel more generous than they actually are. 

Hubert and his contractors faced an array of technical challenges, 
from figuring out how to adhere raffia to the panels used in the 
kitchen cupboards to fitting chain mail across the radiators. *-

‘The details needed to look seamless, even though they were not 
manufactured. It all became a process of learning. 

‘In terms of colouration, we took a very bold approach in black 
and shades of grey, which could easily overpower the space and the 
furniture and become quite intimidating.’ That’s when Hubert 
decided to introduce a single colour to the scheme: viridian. ‘We 
thought it would be fun to juxtapose those hard colours with a 
natural softness, which is something you often see in Brazil where 
they have this prolific brutalist architecture set in a verdant, 
tropical environment,’ explains Hubert. ‘There had to be a degree 
of thought, though. Sometimes the most obvious contrast is the 
trickiest one to pull off This works because the one emphasises 
the other.’ 

That very same interplay is clear in the choice pieces that fill 
the apartment: botanical prints, succulent plants in earth-toned 
pots, an old German school chart of a gorilla skeleton offset by 
a patchwork kilim, a large metal star (‘For some sculpture and an 
obvious bit of pop art’) and cubistic fabrics and wallpaper. ‘We 
wanted to create the illusion of an art collection, but not the 
typical 18th-century stuff,’ says Hubert. ‘It’s a style popular in Sao 
Paulo, which I really like because it adds a sense of exoticism.’ And 
yet the result, a bold, industrialist statement counterbalanced by 
ubiquitous florals, is right at home in its setting. 

‘It was an experiment, really’ chuckles Hubert. ‘It’s not an 
environment one could live in all the time, I don’t think, but in 
short stays you’ll find it a space that’s very inspiring.’ ■

For the Bordelaise sauce 

1. Put a pot on low heat 
and fry the onion, celery, 
carrot, thyme, bay leaves and 
peppercorns in oil until soft. 

2. Add wine and reduce until 
almost evaporated, then add 
stock and reduce heat to a slow 
simmer. 3. Allow to reduce for 

2 to 3 hours, until the liquid has 
thickened. Strain into a bowl 
through a fine-mesh sieve, add 
the prunes and set aside. 

For the roast garlic 
and chipotle butter 

1. Preheat the oven to 
i6o°C. When it comes to 


temperature, drizzle the garlic 
with olive oil and roast for 
30 to 40 minutes until soft. 

2. Remove from oven, allow 
to cool, and squeeze the garlic 
paste into a bowl. 3. Combine 
the chipotles, parsley, garlic and 
butter, adding salt if necessary 

For the Mexican dukka 

1. Preheat the oven to i8o°C. 
On a baking sheet, toast the 
sesame seeds for 2 minutes then 
set aside. 2. On the same sheet. 


roast chickpeas and hazelnuts 
for 3 minutes, remove and add 
to sesame seeds. 3. Blitz all 
ingredients in a food processor 
for 10 to 20 seconds. 

For the hanger steak 
and assembly 

1. Season the steak and spring 
onions with olive oil, salt and 
pepper. Place the steak on a 
hot grill or griddle pan, and 
cook for 3 to 4 minutes per 


side. Remove and leave to rest 
for 5 minutes. Char spring 
onions. 2 . Warm the potatoes 
and reheat the sauce, making 
sure not to boil as it will 
burn. 3. On a plate, place the 
potatoes in the centre with 
spring onions on top. Cut the 
steak into 5mm slices and fan 
out evenly on the plate.

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How the famed 
French region is 
influencing what 
you’re drinking 


T he Rhone Valley in France is 
planted with noble red grapes 
like Syrah, Grenache and 
Mourvedre and is dotted with 
famous wineries whose wares 
are collected worldwide. And 
just as the Rhone's influence on red wine has 
spread — with Syrah blends being popular across 
continents — so has its influence on white wine. 

You may have heard of Viognier, but Roussanne, 
Marsanne and Grenache Blanc haven't quite 
become mainstream yet. This is sure to change. 
With many South African winemakers doing 
harvest stints in the Rhone, you'll see more of 
them on local store shelves soon. 

They work particularly well as blends — usually 
when two or more of the varietals are harvested, 
fermented and aged separately, then blended 
before bottling. The purpose of this is to combine 
the favourable character of each grape into 
a finished wine that is better than the sum of 
its parts. Good winemakers often talk about the 
grapes doing all the work, but when it comes to 
blending, this is very much an individual skill. 

Often bottled under proprietary names, it's 
likely that many wine lovers don't realise that the 
delicious white blend they're drinking contains 
Roussanne or Marsanne, and is heavily inspired by 
the wines produced in a region on the other side 
of the world. Here's a selection of recommended 
Rhone-influenced wines made in South Africa.
